Ex-boyfriend is jailed 
for revenge fire attack 


A FATHER has been 
jailed for a “revenge” 
arson attack on his ex¬ 
partner’s home - where 
she and her three 
daughters were sleeping. 

Daniel Coe cut a telephone 
line leading to the property in 
Brickfields Avenue, 

Newmarket, on the evening of 
September 11 last year before 
disappearing, only to return 
the next morning to pour 
petrol into a plastic bag, push 
it through the letter box and set 
fire to it. 

The 31-year-old, of no fixed 
address, was sentenced at

Ipswich Crown Court last 
Thursday to six years in prison. 

The court heard that the 
home of Alison Wakeling, 39, 
had been targeted after the 
break-up of her relationship a 
month earlier with Coe, with 
who she had had two children. 

lohn Farmer, prosecuting, 
said Coe had been unable to 
accept that the relationship, 
which had ended amid a 
“catalogue of unhappiness”, 
was over and that he had 
grown jealous after wrongly 
suspecting that Ms Wakeling 


had met another man during 
their relationship. 

After severing the phone line 
and smashing a window, Coe 
visited the Rutland Arms Hotel 
in Newmarket High Street but 
left at 4am for a filling station 
to buy the fuel for his attack. 

Mr Farmer said Ms Wake- 
ling’s eldest daughter Amy had 
been woken by the smell of 
burning plastic and realised 
that the house was on fire. 

The 18-year-old managed to 
wake her mother and they 
escaped through their back 
door, along with a 2-year-old 
daughter. 

Ms Wakeling then fought her 
way back through the dense 


smoke in the house to rescue 
another daughter. 

The court heard that all four 
victims were affected by smoke 
and fumes, with the heat so 
intense that doctors later 
found that hairs inside Ms 
Wakeling’s nostrils were 
singed. 

Damage to the house, which 
had wooden cladding on the 
outside, was estimated at 
£ 22 , 000 . 

Joanne Eley, representing 
Coe, said: “My client apologises 
for the trauma and the 
suffering caused to his family. 

“He knows he has damaged 
any future relationship with 
that family.” 


Sentencing Coe, Judge Over¬ 
bury told him that it had been 
“pure fortune” that the fire was 
discovered soon after being 
started as it could have spread 
along the terrace of houses. 

Judge Rupert Overbury told 
Coe: “I’m satisfied that your 
actions were deliberate and 
premeditated. 

“The actions you took were 
designed to punish your 
partner for embarking on a 
new relationship. 

“In my judgement you were 
dangerously reckless to the 
extent that you were prepared 
to risk the lives of those who 
were once nearest and dearest 
to you.”

A PROFESSIONAL footballer 
from Mildenhall has been 
charged with racially aggravated 
assault after an altercation in 
Cambridge's market square. 

Cambridge United winger Jordan 
Patrick, 20, was arrested at around 
2.15am on Saturday and spent the night 
in custody. 

An eyewitness told the Weekly News 
he saw a man have an argument with a 
taxi driver and then row with a plain- 
clothed police officer. 

On Sunday a police spokesman said: 
“I can confirm Jordan Patrick, 20, of 
Mildenhall, has been charged with three 
public order offences, two racially 
aggravated public order offences, one 
count of common assault and one count 
of racially aggravated common assault. 

“This follows an incident in Market 
Hill, Cambridge, at 2.15am on Saturday, 
May 21. 

“He has been bailed to appear at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday, June 2.” 

Earlier this month Hawaii-born 
Patrick signed his first professional deal 
after breaking into the team during the 
second half of the season and was 
described as an “exciting prospect” by 
manager Jez George. 

He scored two goals in 14 
appearances, including the vital winner 
against Hayes and Yeading last month 
which secured the club’s Blue Square 
Premier Status. 

Systems analyst Mark McGuinness, of 
Milton Road, was buying food from the 
Trailer of Life van in the early hours of 
Saturday and was alerted by shouting 
from near a taxi. 

He said he saw a man punching the 
windows of a taxi and then pushing the 
undercover police officer before 
uniformed constables arrived and 
handcuffed him. 


Mr McGuinness, 33, said: “It all 
seemed to be over quite quickly. There 
are quite a few police officers in town at 
that time of night.” 

When Patrick signed his first deal, the 
U’s manager said the midfielder’s pace 
was a “fantastic asset”. 


Mr George told the club’s website: “He 
is an exciting prospect and if he 
improves his all-round game, he will 
become a more consistent performer. 

“That must be his aim in the next 12 
months so he can become a regular in 
the team who makes and scores goals.”

“It will bring 
people to the town 
and that is good for 
restaurants, shops 
and other busi¬ 
nesses.

Council trial to 
ensure accuracy 
of electoral roll 

A COUNCIL is taking part in a trial to 
ensure electoral registers are accurate. 

Forest Heath District Council has been 
selected as one of only 22 authorities to 
participate in the Data Matching trial. 

Local authorities compare their electoral 
register with other public databases, such 
as HM Revenue and Customs and the 
Ministry of Defence, to identify people 
missing from the register. 

If data matching identifies eligible 
individuals who are not already on the 
register or whose entries are wrong then the 
electoral services manager, Ken Crow, will 
be able to offer them the opportunity to 
register or update their details. 

All people of voting age are legally 
required to register to vote, although voting 
itself is the choice of the individual. 

Mr Crow said: “This is an important trial 
which is exploring ways to make sure our 
electoral register is accurate and that 
everyone who is entitled to vote is on the 
roll. 

“As well as ensuring every eligible person 
can exercise their democratic right to vote, 
we should also be able to pinpoint those 
making fraudulent entries, for whatever 
purpose.” 

The Electoral Commission will be 
assessing the results of the trial.

the new Memorial Hall. 

“A marketing group has been 
already been set up with our 
events manager, keen to make 
sure best use of the hall and 
Severals Sports Pavilion.” 

Open days will be held in 
August to mark the reopening of 
the 100-year-old hall. 

Outgoing town mayor Mick 
Jefferys added: “We expect the 
hall to become a busy centre of 
activities for all the people of 
Newmarket.” 

A public works loan was taken 
out to pay for the refurbishment 
of the building, with several 
benefactors also contributing to 
the cost. 

Newmarket residents were 
also hit with a 16 per cent 
council tax hike last year to help 
pay for the work.

Blaze sparks recycling 
operations review call 


A FIRE chief has called for a 
review of the running of re¬ 
cycling centres following a 
major blaze. 

Crew manager Jon Neish said 
emergency services also needed to 
look closely at their tactics after flames 
ripped through a pile of car parts at 
European Metal Recycling in Fordham 
Road, Snailwell, near Newmarket. 

Multiple explosions were reported 
but nobody was injured in the fire, 
which is the latest in a series at depots 
across Cambridgeshire. 

Villagers were advised to keep their 
doors and windows closed while more

than a dozen crews battled the inferno, 
which started at 8.15pm on Saturday. 

One Snailwell resident said she 
heard “at least a dozen” explosions in 
around 90 minutes, describing them as 
sounding “like gas cylinders going off”. 

She added: “The sky was black. The 
smoke was very thick and it was 
bellowing out. 

“Between us and them there is a 
wood. With it being so dry it was a real 
worry it would spread but the emerg¬ 
ency services got it under control quite 
quickly.” 


Matt Muldoon, who lives on-site at 
Quotient Bioresearch, also in Fordham 
Road, said: “You would get mush¬ 
rooms of black smoke and then an 
explosion after it.” 

At its height the blaze was tackled by 
teams using 10 fire engines, a turn¬ 
table ladder, two water carriers and 
two specialist units. 

The pile, around 100ft by 100ft by 
30ft in size, was under control by lam 
and the most of the flames were out by 
9pm on Sunday. 

Mr Neish said he believed the fire 
had started when materials were being 
mechanically separated. 

He said: “Crews worked extremely 


hard and for a long period of time. Had 
we not worked hard overnight we 
could have been there for weeks.” 

European Metal Recycling was the 
scene of a major blaze in August 2008 
while fires at other sites, such as Murf- 
itts in Littleport and the recycling 
centre in Ellington, have caused major 
disruption in recent years. 

Mr Neish added: “We need to work 
with firms to ensure fires don’t occur 
and that, if they do, we can deal with 
them effectively.” 

He said the Snailwell firm had 
heeded advice and kept waste in 
smaller piles since the 2008 blaze.

POLICE have urged members of 
the public to be vigilant following 
a number of thefts of batteries 
across west Suffolk over the past 
two months. 

Officers have noted a steep rise in the 
crimes since the start of April with 65 
batteries stolen from vehicles, electric 
fences, bird scarers and scrap items.

Use lighting, alarms, secure 
gates and CCTV to keep your property 
safe. 

“Fences and bird scarers are designed 
for use in more remote areas, so regularly 
check your equipment and ensure access 
cannot be gained to your land unlawfully. 

“If you have scrap items, take them to 
scrap yards or recycling centres as soon as 
possible rather than leaving them lying 
around your property. Report to police 
any suspicious callers, persons or 
vehicles.” 

She added that lead-free batteries are 
available, which are less attractive to 
thieves.

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I had to learn to 
now I’m looking 

T OM McKenzie 
is every inch 
the successful 
man. A happily 
married 30-year-old 
from Linton, he 
runs a thriving 
recruitment 
business and has 
two beautiful 
children. But getting 
to this point has 
been a battle. 

When he was just 6 
years old, Tom had 
surgery to save his leg 
from amputation; since 
then he’s had a total of 48 
operations, meaning 
much of his life has been 
spent in hospital. 

“Even now my dad 
says to me ‘if we’d have 
known that you were 
going to have to have so 
many, I’m not sure we’d 
have still gone through 
with the original 
operation’,” says Tom. 
“But you can’t live your 
life on ifs, huts, maybes. 
You just live with what 
you’ve got, and adapt.” 

The story begins when 
Tom was 5. Skidding 
around on icy leaves 
with his friends one day, 
he fell badly, breaking his 
left leg. After six weeks in 
traction it seemed to 
heal, but six months later 
Tom’s mum Patricia 
spotted a bruise above 
his knee, and then 
noticed he was dragging

walk again:

At 6 years old, Tom McKenzie became the youngest 
patient to have pioneering bone replacement surgery. 
In total, he has undergone 48 operations - and defied 
doctors’ predictions that he would never be a dad. 

He talks to EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM 


his leg when he walked. 

He was sent for a scan 
at Addenbrooke’s, where 
doctors broke the worst 
possible news: Tom had 
Ewing’s sarcoma, a form 
of bone cancer, and a 
tumour was growing in 
his leg. 

“I had to have 
chemotherapy, but to be 
honest there’re only 
parts I can remember; I 
think your 

consciousness blocks a 
lot of your memory out,” 
says Tom. 

After 18 months of 
intensive chemo, the 
tumour seemed to have 
disappeared, but Tom’s 
parents were told that 
the only way of being 
sure was to amputate his 
leg. 

By chance, Patricia 
came across a 
newspaper article about 
someone in a similar 
situation: they’d been 
saved from amputation 
by having an artificial 
bone inserted. 

It seemed to be the 
answer to their prayers, 
and they contacted the 
Royal Orthopaedic 
Hospital in Birmingham, 


where the operation had 
been done. 

“I was just under a 
week away from having 
my amputation when we 
were booked in. They 
hadn’t done a bone 
replacement on anyone 
so young before; the 
person they’d done it on 
before was in their 20s,” 
says Tom. “I was only 6.” 

During an all-day 
operation, Tom’s femur 
was removed, and 
replaced with an 
aluminium prosthesis. It 
was a complete success. 

“The first thing I 
remember was getting 
out of the bed, and it was 
like I’d stepped on the 
moon; my legs were just 
stuck to the ground 
because the bone felt so 
heavy,” he says. “I 
couldn’t, just couldn’t 
walk. I had to learn 
again, like being taught 
from a baby.” 

It was, he says, a 
frightening experience: 
“Even now I sometimes 
have memories in 
nightmares of what 
happened during that 
time. 

“But fortunately it was 


a great hospital; there 
was a real family-type 
atmosphere, and that 
really helps the healing 
process.” 

As he grew, Tom had to 
have many more 
operations; every six 
months ball bearings 
would be inserted into 
the prosthesis to 
lengthen it. But 
problems like infections 
and dislocations all 
meant additional 
surgery, and each time 
he had to learn to walk 
from scratch. 

“Inevitably I was 
bullied at school, mainly 
because I didn’t have any 
hair when I was having 
chemotherapy, and then 
because I couldn’t walk 
properly. You do get 
called names, but I didn’t 
really feel anything, to be 
honest,” he grins. 
“Everybody gets called 
names.” 

Did he ever feel sorry 
for himself? “I suppose I 
did, but there’s always 
someone else worse off- 
you’d see someone who 
had had their leg 
amputated.”

became a part of life for 
Tom. He had lessons at 
his bedside, and made 
close friends with fellow 
patients who were going 
through the same thing. 
And Tom admits that, in 
his younger days, he 
assumed he’d eventually 
die there: “A couple of 
my really close friends 
died, so I thought well, 
the end of this is that I’m 
not going to come out.” 

And when Tom was 14, 
that almost happened. 
“I’d just had an 
operation, and when I 
came home I said I 
wanted to do my SATs,” 
he recalls. “1 got to the 
school hall and had my 
leg up on a chair, and it 
felt like I kept getting 
cramp, but 100 times 
worse than cramp, with 
pains shooting up and 
down my leg.” 

Tom couldn’t finish the 
exam and went home in 
agony. “I was in the bath 
for hours, because it was 
the only thing that would 
calm it down. The local 
doctors said that it was 
just because of the 
operation, but I knew 
something wasn’t right.” 

It wasn’t. Tom had 
deep vein thrombosis, 
and it was spreading fast. 
Eventually he was 
rushed to hospital “and 
they said it could’ve been 
fatal if we’d left it another 
24 hours. So I had to 
have another operation 
for that”. 

The surgery 
continued, with Tom 
eventually having a hip 
replacement. Each time 
he’d bravely grin and 
bear it, but one day it all 
became too much. 

“I must’ve been about 
16 or 17.1 had an 
operation, and I was 
about to go home, but 
the wound wasn’t 
healing.” 

When pus started 
oozing from his leg, Tom 
realised it had become 
infected: “They put me 
on strong antibiotics, 
and then they had to 
take the bone out, clean 
it, and put it back in 
again, wrapped in 
antibiotics to dissolve 
within the leg to try and 
kill off anything that was 
in there. 

“That was the worst 
time that I’ve ever had. 

I’d gone through all of 
these operations, and 


then all of a sudden the 
leg could’ve gone 
anyway because of the 
infection. The doctor 
came in and said 'Look 
Tom, I’m not sure how 
long we can carry on 
doing this’.” 

Tom had to spend 
three dark months in 
hospital: “I just wanted it 
over, either way. I was 
being sick every day 
because of the 
antibiotics, I was dizzy 
all the time, and I was 
missing out on so much. 

“I remember saying to 
my dad: ‘I just don’t want 
it any more’. There was 
no light at the end of the 
tunnel; all I could see 
was either amputation or 
me never getting out.” 

But although 
amputation may have 
seemed like a good 
option, Tom could never 
have had a false leg: 
“They would have to 
have amputated to the 
top of the hip, so there 
was nothing to attach it 
to,” he explains. “I’d have 
been on crutches or in a 
wheelchair the whole 
time.” 

Fortunately Tom made 
a full recovery, but not 
long after he faced 
another setback when 
blood tests revealed that, 
because of the damage 
done by the 
chemotherapy, he only 
had a 10 per cent chance 
of having children. 

“I was devastated, 
absolutely devastated,” 
he says. 

He needn’t have 
worried: his girlfriend 
Becky - now his wife - 
fell pregnant soon after 
they’d started seeing 
each other. “It was the 
best thing that ever 
happened,” grins Tom, 
who’s dad to Rosie, 8, 
and Charlie, 5. 

It’s now been five years 
since Tom had an 
operation, but his 
problems are ongoing. 
Tom’s left leg is six 


centimetres shorter than 
his right, meaning that 
he suffers from chronic 
back pain. 

But for Tom the worse 
part isn’t the pain, it’s the 
fact that he can’t do 
certain things with 
Charlie, like playing 
football: “I can only 
watch him kick a ball 
about in the garden, and 
that’s really hard.” 

Tom has just done a 
tandem skydive to raise 
money for a new 
playroom at the hospital 
where he spent so much 
of his childhood. 

“I wouldn’t have got 
through it if it hadn’t 
been for Birmingham; it 
was a home from home,” 
he said. “And even now I 
go back twice a year for 
check-ups and intensive 
physiotherapy to 
strengthen the leg.” 

And Tom says he can’t 
thank the hospital 
enough for what they’ve 
done for him. “I feel like 
I’m the positive side of it 
all,” he explains. “I do 
face problems daily: I 
can’t stand up for long, I 
can’t help Becky much in 
the house, and I have to 
grit my teeth when I walk 
to work. But I’ve got my 
own business, I’m 
married, I’ve got two kids 
- this is what can 
happen if you can battle 
through it. 

“I never really sat there 
and said why me?” he 
adds. “I’m not going to 
live for yesterday and 
what could have 
happened, I look to 
tomorrow and what can 
happen.”

Det Insp Sharon Dence, from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police, said: “People may be 
confused about the switchover and be in 
need of new aerials and equipment.

WHEN the British Dental 
Health Foundation was 
set up just over 40 years 
ago, one in three adults in 
this country had no teeth 
at all. 

Glinting, Cheshire Cat smiles 
were a novelty and, according to 
the foundation’s chief executive 
Dr Nigel Carter, people were 
more concerned with keeping 
their teeth than monitoring 
their levels of whiteness. 

“When the NHS was set up in 
1948, everyone suddenly had 
universal access to healthcare. 
Dentists were faced with 
generations’ worth of tooth 
decay,” he says ahead of 
National Smile Month, which 
began on May 16 
(; www.smilemonth.org ). 

“Many people needed the 
whole lot removed and a set of 
dentures made. Then came the 
‘heavy metal’ generation who 
needed lots of fillings and 
restoration work. 

“Now the expectation is we’ll

have teeth into old age - only 6 
per cent of us will end up 
without any pegs - and the 
younger generation need less 
help from dentists.” 

For the last 35 years the 
message of National Smile 
Month has remained largely 
unchanged: brush for two 
minutes twice a day, eat fewer 
sugary foods and visit your 
dentist regularly. And it seems to 
have worked. 

“Interestingly, after three 
decades, we now have some of 
the highest twice-daily brushing 
rates in Europe,” says Carter. 
“More adults now lose their 
teeth through gum disease 
rather than decay.” 

And like a nation which has 
recently gone on a diet, people 
want to show off their new teeth. 
Routine trips to have holes 
drilled and filled have been 
replaced by cosmetic treat¬ 
ments. 

So as we need fewer fillings and 
move towards cosmetic dentistry 
instead, is this trend harmless? 

”In general, most 
dentists operate 
ethically,” says 
Carter. “If people 
ask for extensive 
cosmetic treat¬ 
ment that’s not 
justified, and 
would do more 
harm than good, 
they’ll try and 
persuade the 
customer out of it.” 

But he admits 
there could be 
problems caused 
by the thousands 
of practitioners 
who whiten teeth 
without formal 
dental training. 

The General 
Dental Council is 
calling for tougher 
controls to prevent 
such treatments in 
shopping centres 
and beauty salons. 

“Horror stories 
abound of patients 
having inapprop¬ 
riate treatment 
with either perox¬ 
ide or often chlor¬ 
ine dioxide which 
can lead to 
damage to tooth 
enamel, sensitivity, 
yellowing of the 
teeth and gum 
problems,” says 
Carter. 

“We therefore 
support the GDC’s 
position and 
welcome the fact 
that they are 
taking a strong 
stance and 

bringing cases to 
court for the illegal 
practice of 

dentistry.”

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Alan goes back to the future 


W HEN he wrote it in 1994, Alan 
Ayckbourn set the first scene 
of his time-travel romp 
Communicating Doors in 2014. 
Seventeen years on, the date doesn’t 
look so futuristic any more. 

“My goodness, I’ve got a year-planner 
for that!” laughs Ayckbourn, comfortably 
seated in his Scarborough home. “In 2014 
in my play, London is at civil war; 
Lewisham is fighting Croydon and all you 
can hear outside the hotel window is 
gunfire, which I suspect isn’t going to 
happen in 2014 ... So I’ve updated it now 
and shunted my predictions forward to 
2030.” 

The imminent approach of this futuristic 
date was just one of the problems 
Ayckbourn, now 72, faced when reviving 
his time-travel

The nation’s favourite playwright looks to the past, 
present and the future as he tells JENNIFER SHELTON about 
revisiting his 1994 play, Communicating Doors 




number, which arrived at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre this week. 

Yet Communicating Doors started life as 
a solution to a problem. Stuck for ideas 
while working on another play, with a 
deadline looming, a new concept fell 
neatly into his lap; so the playwright 
seized it and ran. 

“I got stuck with the other play,” he 
admits. “But I’d had this whimsical notion 
about communicating doors on my 
mind’s shelf as it were, and suddenly it 
came spilling out.” 

Set in the same hotel room over a 40- 
year period, Ayckbourn’s Hitchcock- 
inspired play sees call-girl Poupee Desir 
running for her life - backwards through 
time - with a suspected killer on her heels. 

“It’s that rather fatal combination: a 
comedy thriller,” Ayckbourn explains 
wryly. “It’s also a romance. So it’s a mixed 
bag really; it’s one of my special ones. 

“It uses a lot of film references, which 
were my childhood influences rather than 
theatre, which I saw very little of when I 
was growing up.” 

Born in London in 1939, Ayckbourn 
moved to Scarborough at 18 where he 


worked as an actor before turning to 
writing. Since his first hit, Relatively 
Speaking, in 1967, he has written an 
astonishing 74 more. 

Ayckbourn cites his childhood 
influences as the most substantial building 
blocks of his career. 

“I think you’re formed as a writer, 
possibly, by the age of 12. Certainly the 
basics are there - you refine it and get 


more literate and knowledgeable, but if I 
write plays these days they are almost 
always set where I was brought up. I think 
your roots have a big effect on you. 

“I started writing very young. My mum 
wrote short stories and, being in a single¬ 
parent family, she was my role model. 

“I remember she’d whip out this big 
typewriter and hammer away with 
deafening, bullet-like strokes, then, when I 
was four or five, she bought me my own 
tiny typewriter and I would bang away on 
that under the table.” 

Some years older than his brother, 
Ayckbourn spent much of his childhood in 
the company of his mother and her 
friends, silently absorbing information 
from the corners of rooms, giving him an 
acute ear for the dramas of domestic life. 

“I got very used to the tone of 
conversations,” he says; “particularly 
women’s dialogue. My plays are 
unashamedly domestic. I’m very 
interested in the relationships between 
people.” 

Ayckbourn remains a man firmly rooted 
in the present. 

“I wrote in one play, Time of My Life, 
about how we as a species can look 
backwards with nostalgia and we can look 
forward to something, but very rarely can 
we enjoy the moment as it is. We’re 
always looking either backwards or 
forwards from it. It’s only when we’re five 
years on that we look back and say, that 
was a really happy moment. I try to be a 
‘now’ person, and love the moment I’m in. 
And I think that’s important.”

PIRATES OF THE CARRIBEAN: 
ON STRANGER TIDES

JOHNNY Depp’s impressive 
resume is littered with oddballs 
- from the heartbreaking title 
role in Edward Scissorhands 
and iconic B-movie director Ed 
Wood to a creepily childlike 
Willy Wonka and the maddest 
Hatter ever to grace Alice’s 
Wonderland. 

Yet of all his roles, he is 
probably best known as seadog 
Jack Sparrow in the Pirates Of 
The Caribbean films. 

Alas, if the third chapter of the 
series, At World’s End, was a 
water-logged bore, On Stranger 
Tides is moored in similar 
shallows, almost capsizing 
during an uneventful middle 
section that should have been 
edited to take the running time 
below two hours. 

The introduction of 3D doesn’t 
help either, making scenes 
seem darker, including a night¬ 
time attack by a school of 
mermaids that is a whirl of 
digital gloom. 

This time, Jack (Depp) joins 
forces with Barbossa (Geoffrey 
Rush) to locate the Fountain Of 
Youth: one of the world’s last 


undiscovered treasures. The 
quest becomes more perilous 
when Jack is forced aboard the 
Queen Anne’s Revenge, 
captained by legendary pirate 
Blackbeard (Ian McShane), who 
is also seeking the fountain, 
aided by his daughter, Angelica 
(Penelope Cruz). 

Using all his guile, Jack must 
outwit Blackbeard and Angelica 
and reach the Fountain before 
his rivals. 

En route, he crosses paths with 
rotund King George II (Richard 
Griffiths) and a hunky priest 
(Sam Claflin), whose attraction 
to one of the mermaids (Astrid 
Berges-Frisbey) tests his faith. 
Pirates Of The Caribbean: On 


Stranger Tides starts off 
promisingly with a fast-paced 
sequence in London. 

Once the film takes to the water, 
the plot springs leaks and the 
screen chemistry between Cruz 
and Depp surprisingly never 
catches light. 

McShane is a woefully 
ineffectual villain while Rush 
seems to be daydreaming of 
happier times on The King’s 
Speech. 

Depp is still funny but even his 
considerable talent cannot keep 
an entire blockbuster afloat. The 
film runs aground courtesy of 
Marshall’s plodding direction 
and a lifeless script.

Focusing on grassroots issues 


M owing the lawn 
becomes a 
weekly job as 
spring turns to summer, so 
it’s important to choose 
the right model for the 
job. 

With this in mind, some 33 
models of three different types 
of mower were tested by 
Which? Gardening to find the 
best type, taking into account 
ease of use, cutting 
effectiveness and comfort of the 
handles and controls. 

Some 17 corded electric 
mowers were tested, ranging 
from wheeled rotary types with 
four wheels, sometimes with a 
rear roller, to hover mowers 
which float on a cushion of air. 

In trials it was found that 
wheeled types were best for a 
typical family lawn of up to 150 
square metres, but if you need 
an extension lead longer than 
25m, a small petrol mower 
might be worth considering. 

Testers rated each mower on 
its ability to cope with different 
types of grass, how it managed 
lawn edges up to a soil border 
and the capacity of the grass 
box. 

Each mower was also rated 
for ease of use, including how

easy it was to empty the grass 
collector, adjust the handle and 
cutting heights, push in straight 
lines and round corners and turn 
the mower. 

Among the best buy corded 
electric mowers were the Bosch 
Rotak 40 Ergoflex (£170), with 
its new-style adjustable handles 
and lawn combs which cut up to 
a lawn edge, and the Wolf- 
Garten Power Edition 37E 
(£219), a nippy and 
manoeuvrable mower, which 
tackled long, damp and rough 
grass with ease. 

Petrol mowers come into their 
own on lawns more than 150 
square metres, as you don’t 
need power sockets or extension 
leads. They tend to be better for 
tackling longer grass and areas 
of rough grass and meadow. 

In this category, the Honda 
Izy (£350) came out tops, being 


easy to start and user friendly. It 
cut quickly and effectively on 
the test lawns, coping with long, 
short and rough grass well. The 
only drawbacks are the weight 
and stiff height adjusters, testers 
found. 

Also high among the petrol 
mowers was the Hayter Spirit 
(£270), a sleek, robust mower 
that coped with all the lawn 
tests and has an easy-to-clean 
plastic deck. 

None of the cordless mowers 
trialled achieved best buy status 
because the battery only allows 
you to cut for a limited period 
before it needs recharging. 

The Bosch 34 Li nearly made 
it, but the battery only lasted 15 
minutes, enough to cut 150 
square metres in the test. 

It takes an hour to recharge, 
which testers felt was limiting, 
and a spare battery costs £150. 

Among the best buy mowers 
for small lawns, taking into 
account manoeuvrability in 
cutting a typical small family 
lawn, the Flymo Venturer (£65) 
came out the top scorer overall, 
leaving a neat finish and was 
extremely easy to move. 

It was also light and easy to 
carry, had a reasonable grass 
collector and comfortable 
switches.

RESEARCH has shown that 
choosing hybrid - such as the 
Toyota Auris Hybrid pictured 
above - over an equivalent 
petrol car could save you 
considerably more money than 
you might have first thought. 

TheGreenCarWebsite.co.uk 
analysed the fuelling costs of a 
number of hybrid models now 
available to buy in the UK and 
compared them to an 
equivalent petrol car. 

The results were impressive 
- on average it was found that 
buying a new hybrid car 
instead of a petrol equivalent 
could save you on average 
over £500 a year in refuelling 
costs. 

While the purchase price of a 
hybrid model tends to be 
higher than an ordinary petrol 
model, the difference in miles 
per gallon capabilities means 
that you could recover the 


additional outlay within four 
years. Add this to the strong 
residual values for a typical 
hybrid model and you could 
find that the initial expense is 
well worth it.

Jockeys at the centre of corruption probe vow: 

We will fight to 
prove innocence 


TWO Newmarket jockeys at the 
centre of allegations of corruption 
have pledged to clear their names. 

Kirsty Milczarek and Jimmy Quinn 
were among a total of 13 people - 
including Cambridge-based owner 
James Crickmore - charged with serious 
breaches of racing rules following a 
British Horseracing Authority 
investigation into suspicious betting 
activity on a number of races. 

Jockeys Paul Doe and Greg Lairley, 
former rider Paul Litzsimons, owner 
Maurice Sines and six others - Peter 
Gold, Nick Gold, Shaun Harris, David 
Kendrick, Darren May and Liam Vasey - 
have also been charged. 


The allegations focus on horses being 
laid to lose on betting exchanges in 10 
races that took place between January 
17, 2009 and August 15, 2009. 

As well as being charged for allegedly 
passing on information for reward, the 
jockeys have also been charged with 
‘intentionally failing to ensure that their 
horse was run on its merits’. 

Doe has been charged in relation to a 
total of five races, Lairley four, Quinn 
two and Milczarek and Litzsimons one 
race each. 

Milczarek’s charges relate to her ride 
aboard Obe Gold at Lingfield on August 
15, 2009. She finished fifth on the even- 
money favourite in a six-furlong seller. 


Milczarek’s representative, 

Christopher Stewart-Moore, said 
Milczarek was “stunned”, and claimed 
the rider suffered injuries when Obe 
Gold left the starting stalls. 

He added in a statement: “She knows 
absolutely nothing about any laying of 
this horse other than what she has been 
told by BHA investigators. 

“She has provided the BHA with all 
her telephone records and there are no 
telephone calls between her and any of 
the named layers. 

“In short there is no evidence to 
support the BHA’s charge for the very 
simple reason that she has done 
nothing wrong.” 


Andrew Chalk, of Withy King 
solicitors, representing Quinn, said: 
“Jimmy is pulling his hair out and is 
particularly frustrated. 

“He feels he has co-operated fully 
with the investigation, having answered 
all of the appropriate questions with 
honesty. 

“He is dismayed at the charges, and is 
adamant he has done nothing wrong. 

“He will be doing everything in his 
power to clear his name.” 

An independent disciplinary panel 
hearing has been set for October 20 and 
is scheduled to last 10 days. If found 
guilty, the jockeys and owners could 
face a disqualification of several years.
